fifty-seven people out of a cargo of 
eixty souls.

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FEDERAL JUDGE 
MADE FURIOUS 


Mh H Tucker, of Uncle Sam, 
Oil Company, Is Jailed 
for Contempt 


CONSPIRACY IS CHARGED 
~ TO JUDGE AND OIL TRUST 


Judge Hook Flew Into Passion, Sent 
Tucker to Jail for Three Months 
and Ordered the Affidavit 
Stricken from Records‘

Leavenworth, Kans., June 5.—Judge W. 
C. Hook, of the United States circuit 
court, today sentenced H. H. Tucker. 
Jr., the indicted secretary of the Uncle 
Sam Oil Company, to serve three months 
in the Leavenworth county jeil, for con- 
tempt of court, the contempt being a sen- 
sational affidavit filed by Tucker, alles- 
ing a conspiracy between federal Judges 
Pollock, McPherson and Phillips, and the 
Standard Oil Company, to drive the Un- 
Cle Sam compan yout of the business. 

Judge Hook delivered a terrific arraign - 
ment of Atorney Albert L. Wilson, of 
Kansas City, who prepared the affida- 
vits. He sald the only purpose of filing 
the affidavit was to create a sensation 
in the papers and influence publ'? 
sentiment. Hook declared there was 
no precedent for such an affidavit, ani 
the clerk of the court was crithicised for 
placing it on file. It was stricken fro:a 
the files by order of Judge Hook. 

Tacker Serving Sentence‘ 


Tucker has commenced serving his sen- 
tence. The bankruptcy proceedings wer3 
continued until a judge can be found wh»? 
can sit in the case. Judge Pollock wi 
rot preside. 

The affidavit alleged that Judges 
lollock, Phillips and McPherson went 
cn a fishing trip to Tampico, Mexico, 
on January 26, 1906, in the private 
car of Gardiner Lathrop, head of the 
Icgal department of the Santa Fe, and 
strongly intimated that during’ the 
trip a consplracy was entered into be- 
tween the judges and the Standard 
Oil Company, the claim being made 
that the Standard and Santa Fe road 
were controlled by the same persons. 
The affidavit further alleged that Pol- 
lock made a statement against Tucker 
und the Uncle Sam Company out of 
court. 

Grilling Examination, 

Tucker was on the stand two hours 
and was subjected to a gruelling ex- 
amination by N. H. Loomis, general 
) attorney of the Union Pacific, named 
by the court to conduct the examina- 
tion. Tucker attempted to corrobor- 
ate ‘the charges in the affidavit, but 
became re.xed and admitted the affi- 
davit was prepared on hearsay. 

The attorneys for the Uncle Sam 
Company asked the court to dismiss 
the bankruptcy proceedings, § stating 
ihat Tucker would pay every 
standing debt in a few days. Judge 
Hook refused to dismiss the _ suit. 
lucker will be taken from jail to tes- 
tify. Tne present term of court will 
be continued until a judge can be se. 
cured. \

According to a special dispatch, the 
Georgia Bankers’ Association in conven- 
tion at Macon, unanimously adopted a 
resolution urging the next legislature to 
make the necessary provision for sup- 
porting, directing and controlling the ad- 
vertising of the resources of Georgia 
for the securing of the right kind of 
immigration and also indorsed the wore 
done by the Georgia Immigration ASse- 
ciation. 

The resolution adopted wag as follows: 

“Resolved, That we, the bankers of 
Georgia, in convention assembled, recog- 
nizing the need in Georgia for common 
labor and settlers, and recognizing the 
large and careful work done by the Geor- 
gia Immigration Assbciation in its ef- 
forts to introduce desirable immigrants, 
do earnestly urge the legislature of our 
state to make the necessary provision 
for supporting, directing and controlling 
the advertising of our resources in for- 
eign lands and the selection and intro- 
duction of a desirable class of immi- 
grants from the Teutonic, Celtic and An- 
glo-Saxon races,”’ 

One of the features of the session was 
the brilllant address of President Gunby 
Jordan, of the Georgia Immigration As- 
sociation. President Jordan described at 
considerable length the recent tour of the 
yeorgia commission in the interests of 
immigration to Georgia. His address 
awakened the greatest enthusiasm and 
interest, and the resolution indorsing the 
plan for bringing the right kind of home- 
seekers to Georgia was passed without a 
disenting vote.

Old Man Says Bery Was 
Advancing on Him 


HAD WRENCH IN HIS HAND 


Witnesses Giwe Their Versions of 
the Fight on the Federal Build. 
ing at Macon—Téstimony 
Closes and Argument 
begins. 


Macon, Ga., June §.—(Special.)—dn the 
midst of a statement that seemed strong at 
timeg and disconcerted at others, Thomag 
Battle declared in the United States court 


today that he had no more intention of | 


killing D. M. Berry. when the two 
fought on the new federal building, May 
16, than did a member of the jury that 
{is soon to decide whether he is a mur 
derer. 


The old man was firm and brave in 
efforts to tell his story with favor. He 
spoke distinctly and fluently, declaring 
that Berry: advanced on him with a 
wrench befere the dead man fell. 

Despite the little discrepancies which 
the close critic might discern, Battle's 
plea of self-defense was strengthened by 
his statements. He withstood the cross- 
examination splendidly, and told from 
beginning to end his version of the af- 
fair. He admitted that he and Berry 
were fighting when Berry fell, and said 
he might have struck him with the rod. 

B. W. Cheney, a negro, presented a 
graphic account of the killing on behalf 
of Battle, saying that Berry wag strik- 
ing at Battle with a wrench when the 
fight began. This witness wag arrested 
immediately after he testified on a com- 
missioner’s warrant, charging perjury. 

Mre. F. M. Middlebrooks, who has for 
the past year been Battle’s landlady, tes- 
tifled that she believed the old man was 
insane. She told of severa] atrange Oc- 
currances and for a few moments At- 
torney Cooper busied himself with this 
iasue. It will, however, have lIfttle to 
do with the case. 

T. J. Carling, Congressman Charles 
Bartlett, Ordiary C. M. Wiley, ex-Sherift 
Westcoss, James Hicks, W. A. Goodyear, 
W. A. Huff, R. A. Nisbet, Mayor Bridges 
Smith, J. B. Rau, W. H. McKay, EK. 
R. Sanders and other prominent citizens 
testified as to the accused man’s good 
character. 

The argument began just before the 
conclusion of the day’s session, Assist- 
ant District R.,E. Storrs making the 
opening remarks.

A resolution providing for a bid t be 
drawn up and introduced in the legisle- 
ture for the submission gf this questios 
to the voters, the issuing of the bonds 
being left in the discretion of the board 


have approved the issue, was passed by 
the board of county cémmissioner yes- 
terda yafernoon. 

Judge H. E. W. Palmer, in introduc- 
ing the resolutions, said he thought 
that a court house should be built for 
years to come and that posterity 
shovld be willing to near some of the 
burdens for the benefits handed down 
to it. 

He pointed out that the tax digest 
last year had more than $66,000,000 of 
taxable property, that it was only $56,- 
200,000 in 1900, that it was increasing 
at the rate of $3,000,000 per year and 
he predicted it would be $100,000,000 
in ten years. 

Chairman Anderson was opposed to 
the bond issue, and declared that pos- 
terity had burdens of its own. He fa- 
vored an additional tax of 15 cents a 
thousand for three years, which would 
bring $105,000 exdditional each year, 
which, with the estimate of $100,000 
from the abundance property woul. 
give the necessarv $400,000. 

He agreed to leave it to the people 
after the provision was inserted that 
the bonds would be issued only in the 
discretion of the board.

The widciy-known Rockmart slate de- 
posits, consisting of 245 acres adjoin- 
ing the ccrporate limits on the south 
side of that city, yesterday passed into 
the hands of a company principally 
owned by A. G. Rhodes and C. J. Ha- 
den, of Atlanta. According to the gov- 
‘exnment t1eports, Rockmart possesses 
the only accessible and developed slate 
ii; the cotton states. These quarries 
were operuted as far back as 1/650. 

For nearly thirty years the slate was 
hauled by teams a distance of more 
than 20 miles to the Western and At- 
lantic railroad and shipped to all parts 
of the south. At that time the place 
was known as Van Wert. Near the 
close: of the seventies the East and 
West road was constructed, and Van 
Wert becume Rockmart. In 1888, the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
ta‘lroad, now a division of the South- 
ern, was built through Rockmart. In 
1:06 the Fast and West became part 
cf the Seaboard main line from Bir- 
mingham to Atlanta, which laid its 
tracks across the slate quarries. With- 
in the: past few weeks the Touisville 
ond Nashville trains began using the 
Seaboard tracks between Dukes, Ala., 
ard Cartersville, via Rockmart. ‘Thus 
Van Wert, the lonely ‘village of the 
valley, evolved into a railroad cen- 
ter. 

The slate consumed by Atlanta dur- 
ing the first forty vears of its growth 
was quarried at old Van Wert. Up 
tc the present time the same crude 
tools used at the time of the civil war 
were employed in producing the slate. 
New ownership will install a modern 
plant, and greatly increase the produc- 
ticn. Georgia slate is equal to the best 
produced in America. It is estimated 
that Rockmart deposits are sufficient 
to supply the demands of the south- 
ern states for more than a_ century. 
The slate quarries of Wales have been 
continuously worked since the Norman 
conquest, and are now yielding slate 


feet.

STOCK MARKET 
HAS EARLY DROP 


Decline Follows Dividend on 
American Smelting, 


Dental of Semi-Official Report That 
Proceedings Against Harriman 
in Washington Another 
Factor in Slumping 
Stocks. 


New York, June 5.—The early arop 
in stocks today served to throw dis- 
credit only as upward movement. When 
this fact had taken hold of the minds 
of the operators they became profound- 
ly distrustful and reduced their trans- 
actions to normal proportion. It was 
taken as a bad sign of the tone of 
the speculation that the increase of the 
dividend on American Smelting should 
be followed by a sharp decline in the 
stock, even though the increase had 
been expected as the impel motive 
for the buying which held the price up 
yesterday. This tendency of prices 
Gives the impression that liquidation 
is pushed on favorable opportunities. 
Another potent factor in the reversal 
of the form was the semi-official de- 
nial from Washington of the rumors 
that proceedings against the Harriman 
combination of railroads were to be 
abandoned; for that was the signifi- 


cance given to the formal statement 
that suit was to be begun to compel Mr. 
Harriman to answer questions which 
he declined to do before the interstate 
commerce commission. The large pro- 
Portion of the dealings and the wider 
comparative price movements in Ameri- 
can Smelting and Union Pacific are 
very significant of the large part played 
by these two episodes in shaping the 
day’s events. The news otherwise did 
not have an important bearing on finan- 
Cilal conditions and was not of much 
effect in moving prices. Both the wheat 
and the cotton markets showed the ef- 
fect of some recurrence of crop dam- 
age to prices in the course of the day's 
speculation. Both these markets, how- 
ever, reflect a conviction that condi- 
tions have been improved recently, both 
for the wheat and cotton crop. 

The contemplation of this fact helped 
to check the downward movement in 
stocks. Engagements of gold for ship- 
ment to Paris by tomorrow's steam- 
er amounted to $1,500,000, bringing the 
total for the movement up to $6,800,000. 
The assertion of Paris bankers tbat 
the movement was probably approach- 
ing its limits was regarded with some 
scepticism and Paris, in fact, éontinued 
to liquidate securities in the London 
market today and that market wad 
disturbed by the prospect of further 
takings of gold for Paris account. Rus- 
sion political prospects were assigned 
as the cause for the renewed lHqul- 
dation at Paris. The satisfaction of 
the Paris demand for gold, when it 
shall be effected, is looked forward to 
as a probable factor in improving the 
financial owtlook everywhere. "Phe an- 
nouncement that work on extensions 
of thé Erie system in New York state 
was to be resumed was given some im- 
oprtance, as a possible index to rfre- 
turning confidence in the amount of 
capital available for improvement work. 
American Car rose further am the 
strength of the resumption of its divi- 
dend, and this had some _§ favorable 
sympathetic effect on other iron and 
stee) industrials. An effort was mae 
to rally the market by advancing Reada- 
ine Iate in the day, but the movement 
proved ahortive and the closing tone 
was easy.

Chicago, June 5.—Reports that the re- 

cent frost had caused «extensive dam- 
age to Kansas wheat crop offset to- 
day the present favorable weather con- 
ditions and caused the wheat market 
to close steady today. The September 
delivery was unchanged from the quo- 
lation of yesterday, July wheat was 
l-8c lower. July corn was down 1-4@ 
3-8c. Oats were 1-8c lower. Pro- 
visions were 7 1-2@ i0c lower. 

The market opened firm on a good 
demand which was based upon higher 
prices at Liverpool in the face of yes- 
terday’s 3c decline on the local board. 
Later, however, prices declined about 
One cent because of excellent weather 
in this country and Canada for the 
growing crop. The weakness became 
more acute as trading progressed and 
by noon prices were fully 2c below the 
early quotation. The market then ral- 
lied sharply and all of the loss was 
regained. The recovery was due to 
active demand by shorts who were 
aroused to action by a large number of 
reports from Kansas, which declared 
that the full effect of the recent frost is 
now showing up in the wheat fields 
of that state. The foreign situation 
also fluenced the advance. The Hun- 
garian crop report estimated the wheat 
yield of that country this year will be 
75,000,000 bushels less than last year’s 
crop and a dispatch from Paris claimed 
that a bill has been introduced in the 
French chamber of deputies temporarily 
Suspending the import duty on wheat. 
The market closed Steady. July opened 
unchanged to I-4c higher at 95 5-8@ 
7-8c, advanced to 96 i-8 and then 
declined to higher at 95 5-8@7-8c, 
advanced to 96 I-6 and then declined to 
94c. The close was at 95 1-2, sold up 
to 98 |-2 and then declined to 96 1-2c.

white immigrants, do earnestly urge 
the legislature of our state to make 
the necessary provision for support- 
ing, directing and controlling the ad- 
Vertising of our resources in foreign 
lands, and the selection and introduc- 
tion of a desirable class of immigrants 
selected from the Teutonic, Celtic and 
Anglo-Saxon races.” 

Two prominent speasers won applause 
in the discussion of their subjects. These 
were: W. BE. Keyser, secretary of the 
Mississippi State Bankers’ Association, 
who discussed the state bankers’ asso- 
ciation, its benefits and development, 
arti George E. Allen, secretary of the 
American Institute of Banking, of 
New York.

QUITS SERVICE 


McCandless Tenders Resig- 
nation Which Is Accept: 
ed With Regret. 


Dr. J. M. McCandless, state chemi#*t 
for a period of eight years. has tendered 
hig resignation to Commissioner of Agri- 
culture T. G. Hudson, who has accepted 
it, after having done all in hig power 
to persuade him to remain in the service 
of the state. 

No appointment has yet been -made to 
fill the vacancy which will exist when 
the resignation becomeég effective, but it 
is understuod that position has been ten- 
dered to a former Georgian and an able 
chemist, from whom an early réply is ex- 
pected. 

It was Dr. McCandless’ intention to 
have left the service of the state a year 
ago, but he has remained until now, at 
the earnest solicitation of Commissioner 
Hudson. 

Dr. MoCandless’s official ambition was 
the passage of a pure food law, whica 
was enacted by the last legislature and 
goes into effect on August i next. He 
probably contributed more than any other 
influence to the enactment of this. im- 
portant law, which he has urged upon 
legislative committees for years. 

Mr. McCandléss will devote himself 
to his private interests, which have 
rapidly grown at the tame time with 
his duties as state chemist, The chemist 
has charge principally of analysis of 
fertilizers, and with the enforcement of 
the pure food law this duties will be 
still further increased. Dr. McCandless 
expressed much regret that he found it 
necessary to take this step, and Commis- | 
sioner Hudson replied that his resigna- 
tion would prove a loss not only to the
